Chief Declares 


Chief Canterbury, of the Minneapo­ 
lis Fire Department told some whole­ 
some truths in a paper before the Na­ 
tional Firemen’s association last week. 
Among other things he said: 
“ We are burning up property at the 
rate of $600,(XX) worth a day,” said the 
chief. 
“ Why do so many fires start? 
Is it carelessness, culpable negligence 
or avarice? 
The nature of the busi­ 
ness and the insurance policy usually 
tell the story, not perhaps so that it 
can be given to the public, but in such 
a way that the men who honestly in­ 
vestigate can tell the way and where­ 
fore. 
Overinsurance is one of 
the 
century. 
The agent is 
honest but he must make a living. 
He 
does not know' what he insures and 
does not care so long as the premiums 
are paid. 
“ Figure up the losses from myster­ 
ious fires caused by mice and matches, 
electric wires, or from causes 
un­ 
known. 
The agent reports to the com­ 
pany and the company pays the bill. 
Then if the loses are large in one year 
the companies get together, re-rate the 
city, raise the rates generally, 
kick 
about the capacity of the fire engines, 
the quality of the hose, and advocate 
civil service for the department. 
If 
you will look up the policies on the 
losses supposedly caused by mice you 
will usually find the policies represent 
100 per cent or better of the value of 
the property destroyed. 
The agents 
have not put a premium on crime, 
but 
they have put a premium on careless­ 
ness and where owners and occupants 
are indifferent, all the inspection in the 
world will not prevent fire at some 
time, even if the firemen carried mouse 
traps for extra hazardous risks.”

In this connection, he said, the indi 
cations were that the United States 
was acquiescing with European na 
tlons in Japan's possession of Korea 
and domination of Manchuria, simply

Never has such an array of surgical 
talent gathered at a bedside in Brain­ 
erd as that which ministered to Miss 
Maud O’Brien, whose critical condition 
as a result of being run over by a bug­ 
gy, was mentioned in yesterday's is­ 
sue. 
There was Dr. W. J. Mayo, of 
Rochester, Minn., one of the most not­ 
ed surgeons in the world, Dr. Vaughn, 
dean of the Medical Department of the 
University of Michigan, Dr. W alter 
Courtney, Dr. J. L. Camp, Dr. J. A. 
Thabes, Dr. O. T. Batchelior, Dr. Ide, 
chief assistant at the Northern Pacific 
hospital, all of this city and Dr. Colter, 
of Wadena. 
After a consultation of 
Drs. Camp & Thabes, Courtney and 
Vaughn, which occupied most of the 
afternoon, it was decided th at there 
was no possible hope of saving her life 
except by an operation and only the 
slightest 
hope of that. 
Her condi­ 
tion showed severe internal 
injury, 
but of what organ it was impossible to 
tell. 
She was taken to St. Joseph’s 
hospital shortly before 6 o’clock Mon­ 
day evening and placed on the operat­ 
ing table. 
Dr. Mayo performing the 
operation assisted 
by 
Dr. Thabes. 
The operation showed bruises on the 
kidney and a laceration of the intes­ 
tines, also clotted blood in the cavity 
which would have caused peritonitis. 
The appendix is also said to have been 
affected. 
The operation relieved her very much 
and she rested easily during the night, 
and while by no menns out of danger, 
she has a chance of recovery and is get­ 
ting along as well as could be possibly 
expected. 
The presence of Drs. 
Mayo and 
Vaughn who came down from Interna­ 
tional Falls Monday noon was a fortu­ 
nate circumstance, although the local 
surgeons, could have performed the op­ 
eration, probably equally well. 
They, 
however as well as the family were 
glad that a surgeon of world wide fame 
like Dr. Mayo was at hand to give them 
the benefit of his wide experience. 
A host of friends hope for the speedy 
recovery of Miss O’Brien.

He began by saying that 
“nowhere does the Republican party 
show its indifference to real reform 
more than in its treatment of the 
trust question.” 
He then quoted the 
Republican plank on the trusts and 
said of the Sherman anti-trust law 
that, instead of being a “wholesome 
instrument for good,” it has been al­ 
most useless, so far as the protection 
of the public is concerned, for the 
trusts 
have 
grown 
in 
number, in 
strength and in arrogance at the very 
time when the Republican party was 
boasting of its enforcement of the law. 
He added that although the Repub­ 
lican platform says that the law can 
be 
strengthened 
by 
amendments 
which will give the federal govern­ 
ment greater supervision and control 
over, and greater publicity as to, the 
management of those Interstate com­ 
merce corporations which have 
the 
power and opportunity to affect mo­ 
nopolies, that platform points out no 
remedies. 
Then 
he 
quoted 
the 
Democratic 
platform and said: 
“Here is a plain, 
candid statem ent of the party’s posi­ 
tion. 
There is no quibbling, no eva­ 
sion, no ambiguity. 
A private monop­ 
oly is indefensible and intolerable. 
It 
is bad—bad in principle and bad in 
practice. 
No apology can be offered 
for it and no people should endure it. 
Our party’s position is entirely in har­ 
mony w-ith the position of Jefferson.”
